Tho victim was not on tho rail at that 
moment, and ha caught it with his feet 
as ho went over, so that lie was whirled 
around lengthwise of tho track, and 
was cut in tho scalp by some portion of 
the first pair of trucks. 

He was fiouudering in tho ditch when 
tho train stopped, and when lie had as¬ 
certained what the fuss was about he 
squared off aud wanted to whip some¬ 
body.

Farm Note*. 

The editor of the Fhrmeri’ Journal 
fcayB: As soon hr the cholera ie discov¬ 
ered in your herd Rive at the rate of one 
ounce of carbolic acid to twenty-five 
hogs, well dissolved and mixed with 
ewill, and repeat every two or three 
days. Remove every affected hog at 
once from the healthy ones, and bury 
all carcasses immediately. 

At a late discussion l»y the Champlain 
Valley, VI., Horticultural Society, it 
was stated that a few years ago the 
fruit of the orchard of Mr. Wright, of 
Cornwall, was invariably ho wormy that 
the owner thought of abandoning the 
attempt to grow fruit for profit. Tlio 
orchard was converted into n hog pas¬ 
ture, and in two years tbo fruit was all 
fair. 


At a meeting of Agricultural laborers, 
held recently in London, the speaker 
said be worked for 15 s. (less than four 
dollars) weekly ; his hours of labor were ! 
frequently fifteen or sixteen, and his 
dinner was often a piece of bread and a 
herring. He declared that it was im¬ 
possible for him to support his wife 
and family, which he was expected to 
do, on these wages. Another victim had 
worked from four in the morning to ten 
at night, for 82 a week. 

Never before has such activity and 
determination been displayed by farm¬ 
ers in organizing for united and effec¬ 
tive action in behalf of their interests. 
In the West and in the Hast, farmers’ 
Hubs exist, or arc being formed, in near¬ 
ly every township, and in many locali¬ 
ties in every school district. And when, 
by means of their town, county ami 
Htato organizations, the land owners 
and land workers of this country shall j 
insist that their interests must be re¬ 
spected, that demand will be complied I 
with. 


In reply to the question, what will ! 
prevent hens from picking feathers, a j 
correspondent of the Mirror and Farm- J 
« r remarks that hens, like other two - 1 
legged animals, need something to do, l 
some exercise, and if they do not get 
something better, they will pick each j 
other. L give my hens corn-stalks. ! 
They will pick the leaves all off and eat' 
them, which is good for them. I throw 
among the stalks a handful of corn, 
oats oi barley, and the bens will have 
to scratch to obtain their food, and ex¬ 
ercise as other bipeds should to keep 
them from mischief. Hay will do in¬ 
stead of corn-stalks. 

Some brilliant examples of success- 
tul farming in Minnesota are given in a 
letter from Duluth. A lawyer bought ' 
2 , 0 oo acres of land near St. Paul for 
$ 24 , 000 , ami sowed 31,700 acres iu 
wheat. In two years his not profits , 
from exceptionally good crops of 35,700 
bushels th».» first year and 30,000 bushels ! 
tin* second amounted to $ 35 , 000 . A 
Swede stricken in health went to the ! 
State with 32.50 in his pocket, and 
worked for wages until lie was able to 
buy a few acres, which he planted in 
wheat. His first crop brought him in 
$ 0 , 000 , or four times the value of the 
hmd, leaving him with a clear balance 
after all payments were made of 33 , 000 . 
Then ho sold his land fur 327 an acre, 
or 33 , 400 , mnking him richer by $ 0 , 240 * 
than when he had started one year pre¬ 
viously. Another man on a * twenty-j 
seven-acre farm found himself with I 
nearly 31,000 clear profit at the end of j 
the first season. In another case a | 
rented farm of 3100 acres brought in, j 
with only half a crop, sufficient to en -1 
aide the tenant to purchase the land, i 
r l hese are some of the brighter sides of ] 
farming experiences, however, bat uu -1 
fortunately all are not so successful. 


How to Cook Food. 

If there is not enough fat in the pan I 
to completely immerse the objects fried, j 
says Pierre Riot, they will certainly , 
taste greasy. It will*be the same if * 
the fat is not heated enough. Fat is i 
heated enough when jets of smoke ooze 
out of it, or when, on throwing drops j 
of water into it, a eruekling noise is I 
heard. 


N\ hen the fat is hot enough, the arti¬ 
cle that is to be fried is dropped into it, j 
and stirred gently now and then with a j 
skimmer. When done, it is taken off 
the pan with the skimmer, and turned j 
into a colander, which should rest on a j 
dish or bowl to receive the fat that may 
drop. 

If the article to bo fried be tender 
and somewhat brittle, it is put in a 


and somewhat brittle, it is put in a 
wire basket made for that purpose, and 
the basket is placed in the fat. When 
done, the basket is raised, held over 
the pan for a few seconds to allow the 
fat to drop, and the articles fried are 
carefully taken out of it, and served, 
after having been sprinkled with salt. 

If the urticlo to be fried is not com- ■ 
pletely immersed iu the fat, the part I 
not immersed will absorb fat ami, as 1 
stated above, will taste greasv ; but 
when there is fat enough to entirely 
cover them, the intensity of the heat 
Hoses the pores (carbonizes them, as it 
were), and no fat is absorbed. 

I'at (be it beef suet, lard, or oil) can 
l»e heated to a degree three times high- | 
er than water. 

It is no moreexpensive to have plenty j 
of fat than to have only a little ; for, as 
soon ns the articles are taken off the fat, 
tin* pan is put away to cool for a few 
minutes, then the fat is poured into u \ 
stone jar, gently, so as to retain whit ! 
particles of solid matter may be on the 
bottom of the pan, and is kept for an¬ 
other time. 

After having used the fat several 
tunes it may turn somewhat dark; a 
few slices of bread dried in the oven 
may then be put into it aud boiled gent- 
ly fur about twenty minutes ; the whole 
i-* then turned into another pan, with 
about as much water ; two or three 
boils are given, it is suffered to cool, 
and the fat is skimmed off from the 
surface, when all the particles that may 
have been iu it will be found in the bot¬ 
tom, with the water. The every-day 
fat coming from skimming, trimmings, 
etc., as explained before, is added to 
this, so that there is at all times fat 
enough in a well-kept kitchen for frying 
purposes. 

Rutter should never be used to fry, 
lnit always to saute, because in saute¬ 
ing the fat is absorbed, and butter lias 
a much more delicate flavor than anv 
other fat, except chicken, goose, and 
turkey fat or grease, which ure pre¬ 
ferred by many to saute omelets. 


JonrNhefl by Wolves. 

A letter from Prof. J. H. Seeley, dated 
Alluhshnd, India, Nov. 22 , 1 & 72 , de¬ 
tailing n Htrnnge fact which came under 
his observation in his present travels, 
has been made public. The Professor's 
story recall" tlio tradition in regnrd to 
the infancy of Romulus and Remus, nnd 
suggests that Darwin’s theory of the 
descent of man may bo superseded by 
another, taking the ground that the 
lower creation is man's descendant 
rather than his ancestor. Tlio letter is 
us follows: 

“Not far from Agra, in Northern In¬ 
dia, is a mission station of tho Church ; 
Missionary Society* Connected with j 
which is an orphanage with several hun¬ 
dred children, now under the efficient 
cure of the Rev. K, O. Krhardt. The 
region around is infested with wolves j 
by which, every year, numbers of chil¬ 
dren an carried off and devoured. Rut 
in two instances at least, instead of be¬ 
ing killed and eaten, the children have J 
been kept alive and nourished with, if . 

I not by tlu se beasts. Wt ether tile «tory 
of Romulus and Remus be a myth or 
not. this is an actual reality, for the 
children themselves have been captured 
from among the wolves and brought to 
the orphanage above mentioned. 

“They were both bovs, and apparent¬ 
ly of.some seven or eight years of age I 
when taken. They were found ftl dif¬ 
ferent times, the last in March of the 
present year. Homo hunters, smoking 
wolven out of a cave, wore startled when 
the wolves appeared, by the appearance 
among them of a creature looking 
Htrnngely human, but running on all 
fours like the wolves, but notaornpidly 
as they. He was caught with difficulty, j 
and there was no mistake that lie was a 
child of human pnrentage, but with the 
habits and actions and appetite of a wild 
beast. The hunters brought him to the > 
orphanage, where he was received and 
cared for. 

"Though his physical (onn and fea¬ 
tures were sufficient to show that he 
was a Hindoo child, there were no other 
indications about him of anything l»u- i 
man. In all other respects* in tin* lan¬ 
guage of Mr. Erhardt* a perfect animal. 
He bad no speech, but a whine. He 
would wear no clothes, tearing from 
him everything of the sort whenever 
put on. He would eat nothing but raw 
flesh, and when he drank lie lapped the 
water with his tongue. Left to himself, 
In* would hide in Home dark spot during 
the day, from which he Would come out 
at night and prowl about the enclosure, 
picking tin bones, if any were to be 
found, ami ravenously gnawing them. 

“ It seemed impossible for him lo 
walk erect, lmt after much difficulty he 
was taught to do so, and to use a knife 
and fork, and drink like a human being. 
Though treated with tlio utmost care 
and with great patience and kindness by 
the Christian hands and hearts which 
received him, he pined away and died 
after lie had been iu the orphanage a 
little over four months. In all this time 
he could not be made to utter a word ; 
he was never seen to smile, nor show 
any signs of joy, shame, or gratitude. 

“ Rut Mr. Erhardt, who gave me this 
account, assured me lie looked more in¬ 
telligent than the average of Hindoo 
children, ami that his colornml features 
indicated that his parentage must have 
been in a family of high caste. The 
other boy I saw myself, n few days 
since, at the orphanage, where he was 
brought about six years ago, having 
been then captured much as was the 
first mentioned boy, and having shown 
precisely the habits as belonged to him. 
He has not yet spoken a word, but lias 
exchanged the whine, which was his 
only utterance, f< r sounds expressive of 
pleasure, and apparently also of grati¬ 
tude. 

“ He no longer prefers raw flesh for 
food, but eats bread and fruits with ra¬ 
venous avidity. 

" He walks erect, but with a strangely 
awkward gait, throwing nut his hands 1 
with every step. His hands are perfect¬ 
ly formed, but he uses them awkwardly. 

A piece of bread tossed to him from a 
little distance, which he is eager to get, 
he could not catch, but let it fall clum¬ 
sily to the ground. He wears clothes, | 
to which lie was averse asthe other boy. 
His forehead is low, but his face would 
barely be called dull, and certainly not 
idiotic. Ilis eyes have a wild and rest¬ 
less, but not inquiring look. His jaws 
are not protruding, and his teeth are 
well formed and thoroughly human. On 
his left cheek are sears bearing plainly 
the marks of teeth, where he must have 
been fearfully bitten. 11 “ is .taught to 
do some kind of work, but not faith- | 
fully. 

He seems to have lost all desire to - 
escape. He mingles freely with the i 
other children, among whom lie has his 
favorites. When the boy first mentioned 
was brought to the orpliauage, this one ! 
was made to understand that he must 
teach the other how to eat aud drink 
ami walk, and much of the improvement 
of the younger one in these respects 
seemed due to the efforts of the older 
one. Tin* inference from these extraor¬ 
dinary instances is strangely at variance 
with many affirmations now current. It 
docs not point in the least to moil’s deri¬ 
vation from the lower creation, but ex¬ 
actly to the reverse. If we only look 
accurately and think closely, we shall 
find much more evidence, both in Na¬ 
ture and iu history, that the lower cre¬ 
ation is man’s descendant rather than 
his ancestors. ”

Ready Reporters -Mr. Grunt, author

ftiends—get up a so-called public meet¬ 
ing, iu order to earn n little money by 
reporting tho speeches ; perhaps only 
eight or ten persons would be present, 
but they all. spoke, and the speaking 
supplied hint with material for u report 
of a respt etuble length. One “liner" 
bus been kuowu for bis dexterity in 
getting up deputations to tin* priwe- 
lamister, or some other member of tho 
government, on some real or fancied 
grievance ; us tho other “liners” knew 
noth ng about it beforehand, he hud 
the field all to himself, and his report 
of the interview had a ehasce of in¬ 
sertion in three or four different papers 
ou tho following morning. 


a very devoted and greitlv useful mis¬ 
sionary. who labored in Ireland with 
earnest apostolic zeal and eminent suc¬ 
cess, who left behind him certain 
writings, for example, “The Confes¬ 
sion of St. Patrick,” and “The Letter 
to Coroticus, which throw a clear light 
on his faith and Christian character, 
and show hint to have been what we 
should cull a faithful Protestant, not to 
say Presbyterian minister atul mission¬ 
ary of the cross. He was bom about 
tlie year A. I>. .TJ 7 , not fur from Alcluvd, 
on the river Clyde ; the word “Alcluvd" 
signifying the “ Kook of Clyde " the 
name being given to a fort on its top, 
and to a town or settlement ul its foot. 
It seems to have been a stronghold of 
the Romans, who built one of their 
walls from Alcluvd across the country 
to Hie Frith of the Forth. And when, 
at a later day, the Romanized Britons 
united with th** tribes of Southern 
Scotland and formed the Cumbrian 
league, or Kingdom of Struth.lvde, 
their capital was Alchiyd, which tin v 
named Dumbarton, “Hill of the 
Britons, whence tin* modern Liuntbar- 
ton. And four miles from this towards 
Glasgow, on the line of the old Roman 
wall, i* in the modern town of Kilpat¬ 
rick, which claims to be the birth place 
of Saint Patrick. His father, as he 
himself tells us, was Calpuruius, a dea¬ 
con ; uiul his grandfather, Portias, a 
pre-xbyteH, an office held in high esteem 
in those days. Rut, besides being u 
deacon, bis father was ulso a “ |)«*. 
curio." For in his letter to Coroticus, 
Patrick says, “ 1 was of a family r« 
spec table according to tin* fiesh, mv 
father having been a Dee nr io. 1 gave 
up my nobility for the good of others, 
that I might be n missionary." The 
peotirio ” was a magistrate and coun¬ 
selor in the Roinuii colonies, the office 
conferring a high rank uu those who 
held it. and implying the possession of 
property and influence. 


Brigham Young on the Indian Question. 

A correspondent of the Omaha /A raid 
interviewed Brigham Young and ob¬ 
tained his views on the Indian ques¬ 
tion. Mr. Young said that itt 18-17 lie 
settled in this country with 1 ID souls, 
and for thousands of miles around them 
the land was infested with hostile 
Indians ; that lie gained their friend¬ 
ship by acting honorably with them and 
never stooping to deception; when he 
mode a promise he kept it ; that the 
hostility of the Indians had been aug¬ 
mented by the robberies committed by 
unscrupulous agents of the Govern¬ 
ment ; that they had lost all faith in 
tin* honor and integrity of government 
officials ; that tho 5 lodocs did to 
the Commissioners just what they 
tnought was being endeavored to he 
done to them ; nnd tlmt peace should 
be made at any cost or the entire West 
would be embroiled in a general Indian 
war. \N lien the correspondent asked 
Mr. Young whether lie indorsed Presi¬ 
dents Grunt’s Indian policy, he re¬ 
plied : “ 1 indorse the policy so far as 

it corrects abuses and tends to alasting 
peace and to tin* civilization of the 
Indians.' He also said that an Indian 
war would destroy the commerce, capi¬ 
tal, aud immigration In-tween Missouri 
attxl tin* Pacific coast, and retard the 
settlement of the country for twenty 
years, which would in itself be a great 
calamity.

Ttir Strlpt-il Huff mill Other Pesta. 

H. Carpenter writes : I saw an article 1 
in your paper about striped bugs. I 
have seen them by tho million. My 
way of keeping them off has been ns 
follows: Take a board six inches wide 
and one inch thick, saw four pieces one 
foot long, nail them together, then sot 
them around the hill about half an inch 
in tho ground. This will keep out the i 
cutworms; if tho bugs should go inside ' 
tho box, nail some coarse mosquito-lmr 
over the box. It should be taken off 
every few days, so us to give the plants 
air. The tiling is sure : I have triedit. 

I have a way of killing bed-bugs, which 
is sure : Take two ounces of corrosive j 
sublimate, one pint of alcohol, mix to-. 
gather, and put on with a quill, and 
push into all the cracks ; it will kill the ' 
eggs ns well as bugs. Whoever uses 
tiiis should put something over the 
mouth and nose. Last fall, when we 1 
heard of the horse disease coming this 
wav, before it was here I put assafietida 
on the horses'bits and some in their 
troughs about once a week. They did | 
not take the disease, although it was all 
about here. 

!'iif«-rim-utr«l Mnititrr. 

Many excellent farmers have an idea 
that manure t*» be most efficient in rais¬ 
ing crops should bn well rotted, but this 1 
is a mistake. Manure loses a heavy 1 
percentage. Fresh manure dripping , 
with animal urine hauled directly from 
the stable on the land and ploughed un¬ 
der is worth nearly double that which 
lias decomposed to saponaceous con¬ 
sistency. When it is convenient for 
farmers to haul manure on corn ground 
from the stable as fast as it is made i 
saves handling it twice and forwards 
the work in busy spring time. No fears 
need be entertained that the atmos¬ 
phere will carry off the strength of the 
manure if left on the surface. The only 
danger to bo apprehended by this meth¬ 
od will be in the ease of the ground be¬ 
ing frozen and covered with snow and 
ice when the manure is applied ; if upon 
sloping land the virtue of the manure 
might wash away, but on level land 
there is no exception to this plan of op¬ 
eration during the entire fall and winter 
season.

Tlu* Suicide rroldrm. 

Tho ngn of suicides is a most inier- 
esting study. Strange ns it may seem, 
in the United States in 1870 there were 
two boys committed suicide who were 
under ten years old, and nine boys and 
three girls under fifteen. Between the 
ages of fifteen and twenty 34 boys and 
32 girls committed suicide. This is the 
only age at which the females approach 
tho males in their amonnt of f«»lly, and 
it is probable that immature love, which 
is indigestible as green apples, was at 
the bottom of it. At any rate, as soon 
as the years of discretion are reached 
the girls abandon all attempt to rival 
the boys in a suicidal mania. Between 
twenty-five and thirty there were 102 
men suicides to 33 women.

Study of Flowers. 

Tho attractions of the simplest j 
bouquet is dependent exactly Upon the ' 
amount of thought put in it. However 
pretty flowers may bo individually, 
however sweet and shapely each one 
may be in itself, if taken at random, 
and simply tied together, flowers they 
are still, it is true—but they are no 
more u bouquet than the run of fingers, 
vaguely and wantonly, over tin* strings 
of a harp, is productive of music. 
There must he symmetry of general 
form, not mathematical symmetry, but 
such as we see in a birch or a chestnut 
—for a bouquet may in general design 
be either light and tender, or massive 
and sumptuous ; but there must be 
accurate balance also of color with 
plenty of white and green, and a nice 
concord of scents. The lust named 
particular, though often one of the least 
regarded, or never thought of at all, is 
in reality one of the most vital. The 
very name “ bouquet” carries with it, 
indeed, this identical idea, being tie- 
1 rived from certain ancient words which 
, imply “ perfection of odor.” As re¬ 
gards colors, they require to be judi¬ 
ciously disposed as to tone and contrast. 
All hues are good somewhere, but the 
1 best of the brilliant eluss may be utterly 
' lost us to effect by misarriuigement ; 
while delicate ones may he made to 
seem wan and worthless just for want of 
a little study of what constitutes a wise 
and friendly juxtaposition. There are 
dowers that should never be used in 
bouquets. For though it must be n 
remarkable plant indeed, for which a 
suitable place could not be found in 
tlu* open garden, it is quite a different

A Kentucky farmer writes 
seiMi frequent inquiries liow to reclaim 
ol<l and worn Iainls. A quick ami cheap 
plan is to row the laufi in oata as early 
as you cun in tho spring, as soon as ripe 
plow under, keep off all stock anil you 
will have a tremendous fall growth of 
oats ; plow them under in October, or, 
if South, the 1st of November, then 
how rye, graze in the spring, and seed 
down ; when ripe plow under, und you 
will see one of the finest rye fields you 
ever suw ; or, if you wish, sow clover on 
the rye the first spring. It is very 
effectual and cheap. 1 saw the above 
tried in Tennessee when I was a boy. 
The laud was so worn that the oats did 
not exceed knee-high. They were 
plowed under when ripe ami again in 
November. The land was planted in 
corn the next year and made a large 
yield ; it was before the days of clover. 

I have tried it repeatedly since with 
good success. 

To Preserve P-KK*- 

To preserve eggs perfectly fresh for 
six or eight months, beat up the white 
of an egg with a little salt (say a scru¬ 
ple) and three tenspoonfula of cold 
water. As soon after tin* eggs are laid, 
mid while still warm (if possible) imint 
them over with the above with a large 
e tmel's-hair brush, taking cure that the 
whole surface is painted, then place 
upon blotting-paper till dry and hard. 
l*ack away in dozeus amongst corn-chaff 
or bran, before using the albumen, 
filter it through muslin till clear and 
free of bubbles. If, after being albu- 
menized, tin* eggs are placed on a plate 
or table, it is almost sure to take a chip 
out of the shell.
